Regarding applicant's argunnent that the cited references do not teach access means for accessing a rates database and activating a rate 
determining means for determining a rate value for said shipment via said carrier in accordance with said set of shipment properties. 
However, Nichols teaches that its system employs at least one rate server. The rate server or servers provide access to carrier rate 
structure data and also provide predefined data processing services using the carrier rate structure data in response to a predefined set of 
request messages [col.
